Hamid Bey Claims That Fresh 
Slate Will Be Presented to 
Peace Conference 


NEW FOUNDATION 


Kemalists Regard Holding of the 
Peace Conference at Smyrna | 
of Great Importance 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 17.— 
Hamid Bey, the Nationalist repre- 
sentative, in an interview today 
declared that all the European 
capitulations will be abolished if 
the Kemalist demands are approv- 
ed at the general peace confer- 
ence. 

‘All the old treaties are null 
and void and the peace conference 
will have a clean slate,’’ he said. 
‘*We propose to build on an en- 
tirely new foundation all conven- 
tions relating to our contracts 
with the western world. We have 
no objection to President Wil- 
son’s fourteen points, the modern 
principles of nationalities or other 
large ideas which have been 
prociaimed in the past few years as 
part of the new gospel of interna- 
tional lew, but, on the other hand, we 
shall demand extension to Turkey of 
all the elementary rights of a sov- 
ereign people, the same as enjoyed 
by other nations.” 

Hamid Bey said that the Kemalist 
regarded the holding of the peece 
conference at Smyrna es of the high- 
est importance. ‘For the purpose of 
the peace conference,” he continued, 
“we shall transfer the national as- 
sembly to @myrna. Thus we shall 
con@ult in the presence of the mem- 
hers of the conference the full execu- 
tive, including executive and military 
powers of our country and no time 
will be lost by delays in transmission 
of proposals back and forth between 
the European capital and the eeat of 
the Turkish government. If held in a) 
oity of western Europe, Mustapha 
Kemal cannot be present, and there-| 
fore the members of the conference 
will lack supreme authority, which he 
cannot delegate to others.”

‘‘Over’’ or Over-board? 


London papers have been not 
quite certain ‘whether the Conser- 
vatives in the Government were 
going to oust Mr. LloydGeorge, or 
whether Mr. Lloyd George was go- 
ing to drop the Conservatives from 
the cabinet. They were very sure 
that one or the other is to happen. 
Apparently too sure. The Premicr 
and his Conservative supporters 
have one thing in common—each 
needs the other.

The Big Crop 

The f‘patchy’’ condition of the 
Western wheat ‘crop continues to 
‘be reflected in the estimates as to 
what the total yield will amount 
to. Guesses as to the te 
still tend upward. The latest and 
largest figure is 388 millions. If it 
is verified when the returns are all 
in the crop will be found to be 
fifteen per cent. larger than that 
of 1915, which at present holds the 
record, It may be over-optimistic 
te he extent of 48 millions and 
still leave a yield equal to the best 
ever harvested on the prairies, 

Just here the local department 
of agriculture puts in some evi- 
dence tending to modify previous 
expectations so far as this prov- 
ince is concerned. The returns 
from the threshing gangs are now 
coming in, and the conclusion 
drawn from thein by the officials 
is that the wheat is not turning 
out at the expected rate of 13 
bushels per acre the province over. 
In fact the reports thus far show 
that only in the south-west corner 
of Alberta has this average been 
sustained. Other districts vary, 
but only to the extent to which 
they fall below this standard. 

That the Alberta average is not 
holding up to the forecasts does 
not of course mean that the hopes 
of ‘the largest crop jin the history 
of the West were too sanguine. In 
1915 the prairie provinces produc- 
ed the largest crop of wheat they 
ever grew, 340 million bushels. To 
that total Alberta contributed 60 
millions, In 1920 Alberta turned 
in a crop of 83 million. A shortage | 
of 23 million bushels in the Al- 
berta crop in 1915 did not prevent 
that being a banner year for the 
wheat belt, and a gain of 28 mil- 
lion bushels in the yield did not 
prevent the Western crop of 1920 
Falling to two-thirds the figure of 
the ‘‘bumper’’ year. There js 
nothing in the Alberta returns to 
raise doubts that the prairie farm- 
er is threshing out the greatest 
tonnage of wheat that ever grew 
on the plains, while reports from 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan con- 
firm ‘the claim that it is the big- 
gest crop ever. 

Alberta is a darge scale wheat 
producer, but it is by no means the 
senior member of the firm in this 
branch of Western enterprise. 
‘Iwking a five-year average, Al- 
berta has a comfortable margin 


over the Manitoba total, but it is | 
not in the running with Saskatche- ag ey Over ted 
wan. That gigantic wheat field e "To Die as R ult, 

| 


decides whether the Western cro 
is to be a big one, medium or pag 
It produces more wheat than Al- 
berta and Manitoba together. And 
this year Saskatehewan has the 
biggest crop it has had in years, 
perhaps the biggest it has ever 
had. What that means may be in- 
ferred from the fact that in 1915. 
the Saskatchewan farmer respond- 
ed to the call for greater produc- 
tion by dumping 184 million bush- 
els of wheat into ‘the hopper to 
Seed the Allied armies and peoples 
and help to wear down the eco- 
nomic staying power of Fritz.

THE POWER BEHIND THE TURKS 
London Free Prens: 

A document has been made publio 
at Washington which would indicate 
that there is a working alliance he- 
tween Turkey, Russia and Germany. 
It ‘se claimed that following the treaty 
between Rusala and Germany, which 
was signed while the ill-fated Genoa 
conference: was under way, an agree- 
ment was reached between these two 
nations and Turkey providing for a/| 
tripte alliance. Washington reports 
that {t has detaile of the treaty, wh'ch | 
includes, among other things, the fol- 
lowing clause;-—- | 

Article 11—The three contracting | 
powers wil] have a common‘ foreign | 
policy based on ‘the following prin- 
ciples: 

(a)—The contracting parties will 
meet as s00n as possible in order 
40 agree upon a foreign policy 
against those who act arrogantly, 
to enslave the natiogs defeated in 
the great war. For th's purpose 
the three contracting parties will 
convene in regylar meetings at 
suitable periods of the year. 

(b)—Any atate wishing to enter 
the ¢riple alliance of Russia, Ger- 
many and Turkey must be territor- 
jally contiguous to one of the allies 
and be acceptable to all three of 
them, Each one of the three con- 
tracting states is absolutely obliged 
¢4o submit to the aprpoval of Sts 
allies any political action that it} 
would tuke and which m'ght shake 
the basis of the common agreement 
and provoke war. 

(e)-~The three contracting par- 
ties mre free and independent in 
their economic policy, which {s not 
bound by this agreement, but nev-| 
ertheless they recogn‘ze the neces- 
eity of friendly conversations among 
thernselves and the need of giving 
preference to an ally Instead of to 
@ third party.
